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NOTICE OF ALLOWABILITY 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

1. It is the opinion of the examiner that the art of record (considered as a whole) neither 
anticipates nor renders obvious a spring forming apparatus comprising "a quill moving assembly 
for controllably moving and affixing said quill to a selected point in the axial direction of said 
linear material" in combination with the rest of the claimed limitations set forth in independent 
claim 1. 

Further searching by the examiner yielded additional prior art as follows: 

2. Sautter et al discloses an apparatus for shaping wire into wire products having two pairs 
of feeding rollers (intake rollers24) for feeding the material (wire 1 8) to a spring forming stage 
(wire shaping station 14); a revolving means (See FIG 1, circular arrow) for revolving the 
feeding rollers (intake rollers 24) about the axis of the linear material (wire 1 8) to twist the wire 
(18) fed out of the leading end of the quill (wire guide 48) thereby changing the circumferential 
position, or angular position of the wire (18) relative to the spring forming stage (wire shaping 
station 14; See FIG 1); a multiplicity of spring forming tools (winding tools 88, 90, and a 
bending tool 92) are arranged radially on a spring forming stage (wire shaping station 14) and are 
movable to and from the linear material (wire 18) in a direction substantially perpendicular to the 
axis of the wire (18) (See FIG 2, and col.4, line 17). 

3. However the above cited prior art fails to disclose a spring forming apparatus wherein the 
quill moving assembly controls movement of the quill and affixes the quill to a selected point in 
the axial direction of the wire. Therefore, it is concluded that claim 1 of the present invention is 
allowable subject matter over the prior art.
